drill and as the smoke began to curl up 
through the hallways 
the 
orderly 


inarching from the fifty class rooms 
was begun. 
That a real test was to 


be made of the efficiency of the drill 
they hy.d so often done in practice was 
at once apparent to most of the chil- 
dren. The usual signal to get roata 
and hats was abandoned and as the 
pupils readied tlie hall they wore met 
by an odor of burning wood and emolte.

however, nnd the building was quickly 
cleared. By this time news that 
the 


schoolhouse was on fire had spread all 
over the neighborhood and the streets 
around the building were crowded wUh 
mothers and other .relatives of the pu- 
pils who were more excited than* tne 
children themselves.

I'itiiens of New Jersey arrived here 
today to be present ill the launching of 
the battleship New Jersey, at the yard 
of the Fore River Ship Building com 
pany. The delegation was headed us 
Governor Franklin Murphy and Includ- 
ed the governor's daughter, Mrs. w. 
B. Kinney. who was to net us sponsor 
for'the new warship.

Girl Married Man Who 


Had a Wife 


NEW YORK, Nov. 10.—Marie Rose 


Lovell no longer wishes to bo a wife. 
In the ordinary sense she never has 
been one, for she cloned 
and 
went 


through a ceremony before a justice 
of the peace with n man who1 already 
had a wife, and parted with him on 
her wedding day at her mother's door. 
She has never seen him since, and yes- 
terday she asked Justice O'Gorman, In 
the supreme court, to free her from the 
slight tie that binds her to the man.

election returns still incomplete, 
the 


plurality of 
President Roosevelt 
in 


the nation, 
according to all 
indica- 


tions, will exceed 1,600.000, the great- 
est plurality ever given an American 
candidate. 
The nearest approach to 


this vote was In 1S96, when McKinley 
received a 
plurality 
approximating 


850,000 and in 1878, when Grant receiv- 
ed 762,991. 
Last night the interest centered in 


Missouri and Maryland. 
Late returns 


indicated that the former state *.s in 
the republican column as for as elec- 
tors are concerned, but James Folk, 
the democratic 
cainlidnite, has been 


elected governor. 
In Maryland 
the 


presidential vote will probably be cast 
for President Rooscvel^. 
Late returns 


indicated that Thomas A. Smith, dem- 
ocrat, was elected to congress In the 
first 
district1 by 450 plurality. Con- 


gressman Jackson, of this district, how- 
ever, puts forward a claim of trick 
ballots and fraud and says he will con- 
test 
the election. 


In other states It IB simply a ques- 


tion of plurality. 


The "solid south" was broken by the 


probable 
defection of Missouri, this 


section of the country usually having 
13 states in 
tho democratic column. 


The figures show but twelve states, 
with 
133 votes for 
Judge Parker. 


President Roosevelt carried all 
the 


northern states, swept them, in fact, 
and he has 343 electoral votes. 


The banner state is Pennsylvania. 


Twenty-four 
hours 
after the 
polls 


closed the returns from this state in 
dlcated 
that 
Roosevelt's 
plurality 


would reach 490,000. Next came New 
York state, where the president polled 
approximately 184,000 votes more than 
did Parker. The New York city re- 
turns are still 
incomplete, hut 
the 


amazement 
over the result has not 


subsided. Judge Parker carried Great- 
er New York by only 41,000 votes. 


In general, the situation Is chiefly 


interesting because of the fact that 
the tickets in many of the states were 
cut. 
President Roosevelt ran ahead 


of his ticket In many local cities, no- 
tably in Massachusetts, where he se- 
cured a plurality of 86,000 votes, while 
the republican candidate for governor 
was defeated by 35.000. In that state 
the legislature is republican and the 
entire republican ticket, with the ex- 
ception of governor, was elected. In 
Missouri circumstances are similar.

OW that the Guamese have for1 


several yews been under the 
rule of Uncle Sam they are 
certainly entitled to their pro- 


porllcui of press attention. Although 
the 9,000 inhabitants of the mid-Pacific 
iulut would probubly be a trllie slow in

this right to exploitation, 


there Iy little doubt that their American 
compatriots should come to the rescue 
and supply the notoriety. 


In the six years \vlilch liave elnna-sd 


since tlift treaty of Paris gave the unre- 
slKtlng Guarnese u diuiitfe of rulera the 
tiny dependency has profited in many 
directions- The population has not in- 
creased materially; even the American 
military household Is not.as numerous 
as was the official retinue of its Span- 
ish 
predecessor. 
Two earthquakes, 


which bore all the marks of authen- 
ticity, and at least one tornado, about 
which there hua not yet been expressed 
a single doubt, have contributed their 
share toward the nondevelopment of 
the new acquisition.

The first American governor of the is- 


land. Captain Richard P. Leary, U. S. 
N., found numerous and arduous duties 
awaiting his arrival at Agana, the seat 
of government. The Spanish had been 
GO derelict in the noble science of house- 
keeping that it required much effort to 
make the government buildings habita^ 
ble. Having accomplished this neces- 
sary preliminary, the doughty governor 
proceeded to fulfill a duty which to ev- 
ery patriotic American seems para- 
mount—he had the census taken. From 
this tt appeared that the total popula- 
tion of Guam was S.C61, and of this 
number 5,249 persons were inhabitants 
of Agana, 


Then the energetic captain turned his 


attention to tho social conditions of ills 
little province. Much has been written 
pro and co/i in reference to his manner 
of bringing about much needed. social 
reformation, but time seems to have 
justified his methods. It was the opin- 
ion of General Joseph Wheeler, who 
visited the island some months after 
the governor began his administration, 
that Captain Leary had done marvel- 
ously well. Like all social reformers, 
he was somewhat radical In his views, 
but there was little opportunity to em- 
ploy conservatism. Everything on the 
island needed reforming—that is, from 
an American standpoint. It was not an 
easy task to combat superstition and 
overthrow; traditions which had been 
in force for nearly u century, and es- 
pecially to Impress the people with the 
Idea that the.new government was an 
honest one and meant to serve their in- 
terests. 


The governor did all this and even 


more. He made no war upon the ex- 
isting religion as he found it, but he 
insisted thut UH full (significance should 
•je made apparent and ihnt the mass of 
auperyllllon which was masquerading in 
(he guise of religion should he eliminat- 
ed, and in the absence of any higher 
authority he.undertook the job. This 
made him exceedingly obnoxious to 
some of the left over Spanish clergy, 
who quite naturally regarded him.an a 
meddler in matters which were outside 
of his province. The governor was a 
law unto himself and proceeded stub- 
bornly to bring marriage under the 
civil Inlluence, to abolish the- excess of 
ft*ast days arid gradually to tmpphtnl 
the old Spanish laws with those of 
American construction.

nual report of Gen. F. C. Alnsworth, 
the military secretary of the army, the 
first issued from his office 
since 
Its 


creation by congress at its last session, 
gives the total strength of the army 
at the close of the last fiscal year at 
3871 officers and 68,9-16 enlisted men. 


The loss of officers from death, dis- 


missa!. retirement and 
other 
causes 


was 155. The number of enlisted men 
lost by death was 456. ' 


Of the 27280 recruits enlisted during 


the past fiscal year, 3662 were foreign 
born. Complaints us to the number of 
unsatisfactory recruits are said to have 
been unusually numerous. 


Very satisfactory progress has been 


made toward bringing the 
organized 


militia, respecting armament, equip- 
ment find discipline, up to the Ktandard 
of the regular army. 


A total of 6966 officers and 83,102 en- 


listed men of the militia organizations 
were present at the inspections.

FAMILIES SWARMED ON 


THE FIRE ESCAPES 


Many Overcome by Smoke on 


the Upper Floors 


NEW YORK, Nov. 10.—Three persons 


werd suffocated and burned to death, 
half a dozen others were overcome by 
smoke and saved only with the great- 
est difficulty by the firemen, and more 
than 30 others, after a thrilling exper- 
ience on a narrow and crowded fire 
escape, were taken to the street in 
fieir night c^thes in a i.r" which 
practically destroyed a five-story apart- 
ment house on the upper East Side 
early today. Of the three victims, two 
were young girls, Blanche and Lillian 
Euhlan, 15 and IS years old, and the 
other was their grandfather, Frederick 
Webber, 69 years old, "Webber, was a 
helpless paralytic, yet under the ex- 
citement of the terrible fate 
threat- 


ening- him, he arose from his bed and 
made his way to thn hall where his 
body, burned to a crisp, was found. 


The fire is believed to have been in- 


cendiary in its origin. It started in a 
mass of boxes, 
barrels 
and 
broken 


furniture which lav piled underneath 
the stairway leading to the basement.' 
This rubbish is said to be part of a 
quantity gnthercd by some of the boys 
in the house for an election bonfire, but 
taken away from them by their elders. 


Most of it was 
kerosene 
soaked. 


Starting in thp basement, the flames 
swept upward through an elevator shaft 
and before half the tenants had been 
aroused, the building* was abla~ze. 


When the firemen burst in the doors 


of the burning building they were met 
by a rush of smoke and were driven 
back. 
The stairway from the first to 


the second floor had then caught fire 
arid none of the tenants escaped that 
way. 


The tenants on the four upper floors, 


eight families In all, had swarmed out 
upon the fire escapes. 
These safety 


platforms arc small and narrow with 
no openings in the balconies and as 
thn 
panic stricken tenants fought to 


climb over 
the railing*1 to reach the 


ladders, many 
had narrow escapes 


from falling over into the street. They 
were all finally taken, down in safety 
however,, with the exception of the 
three .who had been overcome by the 
flames and smoke on the fifth floor. 
Severn! persona living 
on the lower 


floors who had not been able to reach 
tho flro escapes and were overcome by 
smoke, were found in the burning- build- 
ing by firemen nnd carried to the Rtreet. 


All of them with the exception of Mrs. 


Paula Luzu, 
who had apartments on 


the fourth floor, were quickly resusitat- 
ed and Buffered little from their experi- 
ence. 
The condition of Mrs. Luzu was 


more serious however, and she was tak- 
en to the hospital. 
The loss on the 


building was about $5000.

Majesty's Ministers," referred to the 
unfortunate absence

Continuing,

foreign secretary 


said that while London was principal- 
ly 
Interested that pence should pre- 


vail everywhere, he did not think they 
should think of peace at any price, • 


"At this moment," said Lord Lans- 


downe, "contemplating 
tho progress 


of 
the terrible struggle between two 
brave and gallant nations in the far 
past, can one of us contemplate with- 
out regret the legion after legion of 
brave men being led forth to meet 
their fate? Fate and the ruined homes 
and broken hearts? 
We can conceive 


no more terrible punishment than the 
remorse of any minister or body of min- 
isters who; from loss of temper 
and 
desire of popularity, brought upon the 
country the scourge and calamity of 
needless war. 
"At this auspicious moment I am 


able to announce to you that not-only 
the peace of the country Is unbroken 
but. 'so far as I am able to foresee, 
there is no reason -why It should not 
remain 
unbroken. Not only have we 


had the 
pood fortune to avoid war, 


hut 
by strict neutralltyand wise in- 


ternational arrangements, 
we 
have 


done something to restrict the area of 
hostilities. 
The country, 
however, 


has 
not altogether escaped anxieties. 


For tho last few days we have been 
face 
to face with an incident which 


moved 
the people qt• this country as 


•few other incidents' have done.

Incident of Oct 21, In the North sea,

treaties of arbitration. Only yesterday 
the American ambassador, Mr. Choate,

OW that the Guameae have tor 


several years been under the 
rule of Uncle Sam they ate 
certainly entitled to their pro- 


portion of press attention. 
Although 


the 9,000 inhabitants of the raid-Pacifio 
Isletvwou!d probably be a trifle slow In 
asserting this right to exploitation, 
there Is little doubt that their American 
compatriots should come to the rescue 
and supply the notoriety. 


In the six years which have elapsed 


since the treaty'of Paris gave^the unre- 
sisting Quamese a change of "rulers the 
tiny dependency has profited in many 
directions. The population has not in- 
creased materially; even the American 
military household Is not as numerous 
as was the oliicial retinue of Hs Spanr 
ish „ predecessor. 
Two 
earthquakes, 


which bore all the marks of authen 
tioity.'and at least "one tornado, about 
which there has not yet been expressed 
a single doubt, have contributed their 
share toward the nondevelopment of 
the new acquisition. 
The . fact re- 


mains, however, that much has been ac 
complished. 


The first American governor of the is- 


land, Captain Richard P. Leary, U. S 
N., found numerous and arduous duties 
awaiting his arrival at Agana, the seat 
of government. The Spanish had been 
so derelict in the noble science of house- 
keeping- that it required much effort to 
make the government buildings habita- 
ble. Having accomplished this neces- 
sary preliminary,-the doughty governor 
proceeded to fulfill a duty which to ev- 
ery patriotic American seems para- 
mount—he had the census taken. From 
tills it appeared that the total popula- 
tion of Guam was 8,661, and of this 
number 5,249 persons were Inhabitants 
of Agana. 


Then! the energetic captain turned his 


attention to the social conditions of his 
little province. Much has been written 
pro and con in reference to his manner 
of bringing about much needed social 
reformation, but time seems to have 
justified his methods. It was the opin- 
ion of General Joseph Wheeler, who 
visited the island some months after 
the governor began his administration, 
that Captain Leary had done marvel- 
ously well. Like "all social reformers, 
he was somewhat radical In his views,, 
but there was little opportunity to em- 
ploy conservatism. Everything on the 
island needed reforming—that is, from 
an American standpoint. It was not an 
easy task to combat superstition and 
overthrow traditions which had been 
in force for nearly a century, and es- 
pecially to impress the people with the 
idea that the new government was an 
honest one and meant to serve their in- 
terests. 


The governor did all this and even 


more. He ,made no war upon tne ex- 
sting religion as he found it, but he 
rislsted that its full significance should 
ie made apparent and that the mass of 
uperstltion which was masquerading In 
ho guise of religion should he eliminat- 
ed, and in the absence of any higher 
authority he undertook the job. This 
made him exceedingly obnoxious to 
some of the left over Spanish clergy, 
who quits naturally regarded him as a 
meddler in matters which were outside 
of his province. The governor was a 
aw unto himself and proceeded stub- 
bornly to bring marriage under the 
civil influence, to abolish the excess of 
feast days and gradually to supplant 
Lhe old Spanish laws with those of 
American construction.
